It seems reasonable to assume that 
the retail merchants are the best 
judges of the financial condition of the 
people. They come constantly in con­ 
tact with the people, know what and 
how much the latter are buying end, 
having thus their hand on the finan­ 
cial pulse of the buyers at all times, 
they must naturally be the best judges 
of the purchasing ability of the people 
with whom they deal. If this is granted 
the attitude of the merchants, aa ex­ 
pressed by their holiday displays would 
indicate that in their judgment there 
is money enough in the city to justify 
the merchants to offer to the public 
what they do. 
Money may be somewhat close, but 
the merchants know that the tightness 
is only temporary and that it will have 
no material effect upon this year's 
Christmas trade. The quantity as well 
as the quality of the goods displayed 
in the various shops is fully up to the 
standard of the last few yeara and 
if there has been any change in the 
character of the goods displayed, it 
will not (be apparent to the casual ob­ 
server. Careful investigators may, per­ 
haps, notice, that the display of the 
most expensive toys and other holiday 
goods is perhaps a trifle more limited 
than a year or two ago and that medi­ 
um-priced toys and useful gifts show 
a greater predominance than in form­ 
er years, hut, however, they may be the 
difference is not material. 
Current events and achievements in 
the world's work are always to some 
extent reflected in the toys of chil­ 
dren of the period.

Crown Princess Names New Liner. 
Berlin, Dec. ll.—-In the presence of 
an enormous crowd

the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Company was successfully 
launched 
today at the Schichau Shipyards at 
Danzig. The fact that Crown Princess 
Cecilia of Germany had graciously 
consented to act aa sponsor of the new 
ship and with b^r own hands perform­ 
ed the baptismal rite by breaking a 
bottle of champagne against the bow 
of the ship, a# It began to slide out 
of the dock, added greatly to the gen­ 
eral public Interest In the event. 
The Columbus la one of twin pas­ 
senger vessels which the company ta 
adding to its fleet and is to be used in 
the New York service. The Columbus 
and Its sister ship will be each of 35,- 
000 tons, 775 feet long, with a speed of 
twenty to twenty-one knots and will 
accommodate 2,800 passengers. The 
new steamers 
will have abundant 
room, nine decks in all, with the top 
deck aet aside for social rooms for 
first cabin passengers. Closest atten­ 
tion will be paid to safety devices to 
meet the requirements of German, 
French, English and ‘American author 
ftiea combined.

Mexico City, 
Dec. 
ll.—President 
Huerta has asked congress again to 
vest him with full executive powers 
to conduct the affairs of the depart­ 
ments of war, finance and interior. A 
bill to this effect was Introduced in 
the chamber Wednesday. The deputies 
had just approved a measure author 
izing the flotation of an interior loan 
of 100,000 pesos at 5 percent, to be is 
sued immediately. This was to be the 
first of a series of five loans, and if 
congress approves the president’s re 
quest for power over the finance de­ 
partment it will enable him to put out 
the remaining four without further 
formality. 
While the country was without a 
congress other than in jail President 
Huerta took to himself the arbitrary 
dictation of the three departments 
and the new congress recently approv 
ed his conduct of affairs, it being gen­ 
erally supposed he would now permit 
these departments to be conducted by 
their own chiefs along constitutional 
lines. 
That the reactionary Catholic party 
element in congress has been induc­ 
ed to see things from the president's 
points of view was indicated by a 
speech made in congress Wednesday 
by Fcancflsco Basqued Garcia, leader 
of the party, in which he declared that 
he was convinced of the necessity of 
the country being ruled by a dictator 
bult he believed the acts of the dic­ 
tator should be subject to congession 
a1 approval.
